Upon this Mr. Nye ſtood up, and did acknowledge that there was 4 
plain diſorder and miſcarriage in their choice every way, but defired to know 
whether netwithſt anding fuck miſcarriages, the Brethren in our Name had 
power ta enter:upon the debate.
